The Good Soldier Schweik she did it in the athletic cage at MIT 
and the building became part of the performance since the wind 
orchestra traveled around on motorized carts and the action was 
divided into three and there were television cameras so every 
spectator saw something different. That is the way it had to 

be because works of art always have form and when a work of art 
like a play or an opera is performed the space in which it is 
performed is important. Gothic space is and feels different from 
Baroque space and nineteenth-century space is and feels different 
from twentieth-century space. Nineteenth-century plays should 

be performed in nineteenth-century space and twentieth-century 
plays should be performed in twentieth-century space which does 
not mean that all nineteenth-century space is identical and it 
does not mean that all twentieth-century space is identical. But 


nineteenth-century space feels the same and that is why one has 
the feeling of going on a trip when one enters the Paris Opera 
and that is why one has the feeling of going to the opera when 
one enters the Gare de Lyon. And that is why dense pine forests 
and Gothic cathedrals are alike and why deserts and oceans are 


alike. English space, of course, is and feels different from 
French space or Italian space and because that is true English 
literature is different from French literature and also from 
Italian literature, The form and the content of English literature 
is what it is, for example, because England is an island. "The 
thing that has made the glory of English literature is description 
simple concentrated description not of what happened nor what 

is thought or what is dreamed but what exists and so makes the 

life the island life the daily island life. It is natural that 

an island life should be that. What could interest an island 

as much as the daily the completely daily island life. . . Then 
there is the poetry that too comes out of a daily island life, 
because granted that a daily island life is what is and the English 
daily island life has always been completely what it is, it is
